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Arni in our Exchequer Court has lifted up the 
thick veil which shrouds the acts of military despot - 
ism, and has exhibited the inner life” of one of 
her Majesty's Regiments. At a time when the 
country is called upon to pay some thirty millions 
for its national defences, it is important to know how 
far the pursuits of one department afford us grounds 
of cenfidence in the hour of trial. Certain War 
Office authorities —chiefly, indeed, Scotchmen—have 
inculeated the necessity of retaining the purchase 
system for commissions in the army, on the ground 
that, if commissions were offered for public comp eti- 
tion, the army would be filled with “a host of clever 
“ blackguards.”’ These are their words. The trial in 
question affords a not very satisfactory test both of 
the cleverness and gentlemanly conduct secured to 
the honourable profession of arms by the present 
system, which makes a balance at a banker's a proof 
of both. | 

The 55th Regiment has been quartered for some 
time in Dublin. Among its officers were Mr. Alwyn 
Bell and Captain George Parke. Of Mr. Bell it was 
stated that, under the influence of wine, he had given 
a penny piece te a carman for half-a-crown, and re- 
ceived the change over the amount of his fare. This 
was one of those practical jokes which, stupid as 
they are at best, inflict no very great amount of 
injury, and are generally atoned for amply when 
sobriety returns. For this act a court of inquiry was 
held, and a Court-martial was ordered upon Mr, 
Bell. Prior to the holding of the Court -martial Mr. 
Bell resigned his commission, knowing, as he said, 
“that there was a conspiracy to get him out ofs the 
“regiment.” But, before his resignation, another 
charge, ofa still more serious nature, was brought 
against him by Captain Parke, of the same regiment. 
This charge amounted to one of actual felony. Mr. 
Bell was accused of stealing a gold chain from the 
heuse of a lady in Dublin. The charge was first 
mooted by Captain Parke in the summer of 1858, but 
was not regularly brought to the notice of the 
Adjutant until February, 1859, immediately before 
the day fixed for the Court-martial en the other 
charge. Captain erke acknowledged that be heard 
the charge in June, 38, and if an investigation was 
necessary for the discipline of the regiment, it is very 
strange he did not bring it formally before hu 
brother officers until eight months had elapsed, and 
the Court-martial en Mr. Bell was imminent. 
To substantiate so serious an accusation against a 
brother-ofticer, who had been his mess- companion for 
four years, Captain Parke did not hesitate to bring 
into open court “the lady” in question. It appeared 
from evidence that both plaintiff and defendant 
visited this lady's house. Mr. Bell explained the 
transaction as a mere act of inadvertence. « He had 
“called on the lady on her return from the Curragh

Mr. Du Canes Resolution, could we suppose it 
successful, would plunge us into a long financial 
struggle at home, besides adding to our difficulties 
abroad. It would prevent the full consideration we 
desire to see given to the many subjects comprised in 
the Budget. Mr. Gladstone, in his letter to Mr. Glyn, 
admits his proposals to be not yet in their final shape. 
This is still more the case with the Commercial Treaty. 
We desire to see it discussed and amended. The 
Treaty has come down to Parliament, it has been said, 
like a bill from the Upper House. Louis Napoleon 
and Mr. Cobden, we hear it observed, have put 
their heads together, and agreed en a Treaty which 
answers both their purposce, and now expect the 
British Parliament to ratify it as complacently and 
as much without exception as their shadowy imita- 
tion at Paris. Supposing there to be just a foundation, 
though not a justification, fur this charge, and that the 
British Parliament is treated without a due regard to its 
freedom of character and its deliberative functions, how 
is the insult, intended or not intended, to be met ? The 
most natural way of repelling the implied slight is to 
take the Budget, with the involved Treaty, into free and 
unfettered consideration. Amend it; strike out this 
insert that; alter the figures and the dates, if need be ; 
and so teach Emperors, Chancellors of the Exchequer, 
and even the great unadorned and undecorated, that 
they must respect and abide the wisdom of legis 
lators. Toreject the Budget and the Treaty alto- 
gether would justify the somewhat despotical mode in 
which they have been initiated. It will be inferred that 
sheer absolutism and the Imperial nod are necessary to 
c measures which the wantonness and wicked- 
ness of Parliament render impossible, It would be 
only despot rersus despot, the monarch being more rea- 
sonable and deliberate than the popular assembly. The 
world cannot but respect the Emperor and the English 
acra; uding day after day in opening bales, 
ish and French merchandise, in the salons of St. Cloud 
At least, they take time and thought, and consi-ler 
government an anxious affair. Not so the British 
House of Commons, which, it will be said, flouted the 
measure with the petulance of a spoilt child, and refused 
even to listen to overtures which had cost the authórs 
go much time and trouble. This is not the course 
which we recommend. The measure comes to us with 
an authority that demands, not asilent acquiescence, 
but deliberation, which can only be givea with a view 
to passing it in an improved form. 


The Times on the Conclusion of the Case of Scully e. 
Ingram, in the Court of Queen's Bench, London: — 


Thursday of this week was the anniversary of John 
Sadleir’s suicide. On the 16th of February, 1856, that 
wretched man put the poison and the silver cream jug 
into his pocket, and set off for his last walk to Hamp- 
stead-heath. It was then pret'y much the same sort of 
weather as prevails at present cold, cheerless, bleak ; 
an uncomfortable time for a man whose heart was 
weighted with care and shame to be abroad. Of the 
long swindling dream of so many years there was an 
end. The sleeper was awakened to the realities of this 
world in the form of an option between a convict's 
rations for the remainder of his days and a sulcide’s 
gulp at a cup of poison, and there an end, John Sad- 
leir decided for the poison, and set out in the mid le of 
a dreary February night to carry his purpose into 
effect. It was a sad business, for although we utterly 
disclaim the maudlin sympathy with great criminals 
which is too often expressed on such occasions, it is 
impossible not to feel that here was «a man about to 
throw away his life on a damp common who might have 
done good service to his country, and bave left behind 
him a high and honourable name. 

Why do we, after a four years’ interval, recur to the 
suicide of John Sadleir? Certainly not because we wis!) 
to celebrate the anniversary of St. Sadleir for the Fra- 
tification of the share and stock markets, but be CAUSE 
the case of “ Scully . Ingram” has just been settled in 
the Queen's Bench. It is curious enough that on the 
very anniversary of Sadleir's death a case arising out 
of one of his many and complicated frauds should be 
under discussion in an Kaglish law court. The plaintid 
was Mr. Vincent 1 member for the county of Cork: 
the defendant, Mr. Herbert Ingram, the member for 
Boston, and proprietor of the well-known illustrated 
weekly paper. In the year 1851 John Sadleir. the na so- 
licitor in Dublin, owed Mr. Scully £9,000. In December of 
that year an estate known as the Castle livde Estate, in 
the county of Cork, was forsale. Mr Scull was in 
the delectable position of having a round sum of £10,000 
about the disposal of which his spirit was sorely 
troubled, which sum, together with John Sadleir’s 
debt to him of £9,000, made up a total of £19,000. 
For this, as it was supposed, the Castle Hyde Estate 
could be bought, and Mr. Scully gave directions to 
John Sadleir accordingly. Sadleir efectually bo 
in the estate as directed, but wher it came to the — 
tion of making good the purchase-money, it was 
found that he was pot ready with the £9,000 in which 
he stood indebted to Mr. Scully, and it was resolved i 
resell the estate at a profit, Messrs. Seully and Salle 
difference, if any, in price.

COLLIERY EXPLOSION AND LOSS Or 
ELEVEN LIVES. 

A very serious colliery explosion occurred on Thurs- 
day, at Higham, near Barnsley, in one of the pits the. 
roperty of Messrs. Charlesworth. Eleven men and 

ys hed by the fire-damp, and three others were 
terribly injured. It appears that between one and two 
o'clock, the bottom steward, Mr. Ainsworth, whilst in 
the pit, had his attention attracted by some slight noise, 
immediately after which some men came from the bot- 
tom, and informed him that an explosion had taken 
place on the North side. He then went to the top, and 
having got assistance, without delay descended. He 
discovered in that part of the pit, where fourteen men 
and boys were at work, that only three were alive. 
These were with all possible speed brought to the top 
and conveyed to theirhomes. The bodies of the 
eleven poor fellows were then brought up, and presented 
a most painful appearance, they evidently having suffered 
notonly from the fire-damp, but also from the after- 
damp, being much bruised and burnt. The bodies were 
at once removed to their respective homes. Several of 
the wives of the men were present when the bodies were 
got out, and it need scare y be said that a scene of a 
most distressing and painfv! character occurred, as each, 
blackened and ised, yet recognisable, husband or son 
was claimed. The pit, which is situated in a rather wild 
part of the district, has been hitherto very 

from accidents; the owners, the well 
known and wealthy firm of the Messrs. Charles worth’s, 
having introduced into their numerous collierics 
all the aids for the prevention of accidents which 
modern science has develo The colliery is a very 
extensive one, 210 yards deep, in which three seams of 
coal are worked ; the deepest, the well-known Silkstone 
bed, being 210 — deep. It was whilst working at 
this seam that the accident occurred. Happily, the ex- 
plosion was confined to one of the workings ; other- 
wise a more serious calamity might have taken place, 
as there were at least 120 men and boys in the pit at 
the time. It is rather singular that, contrary to explo- 
sions from fire-damp, no report was heard, the men at 
the top not being aware of the matter until the bottom 
steward communicated the fact to the manager, Mr. 
Depledge. The cause of the accident does not as yet 
appear to be known.

THE BUDGET AND THE FATE OF THE 


MINISTRY.

Rome a- 
lowed every opportunity tor reconciling the Legations 
to pass away. The Emperor then addressed his letter 
of the 3ist of December to the Pope. M. Thouvenal 
then passes in review the proofs of devoiedness which 
the Imperial Government has given to the Pope in 
affairs of the interior, as well as of the exterior, since 
1848, and adds 

“From this statement it can be deduced how much 
satisfaction it would have afforded, and would stil 
afford, the Government, to give its support to a com- 
bination capable of relieving the embarrasments of the 
Holy See, but in this case the good will of France runs 
the risk of encountering insurmountable diticulties. 
The question is not only to restore the Legations to the 
Lope, but the means must also be found tor maintaiu- 
ing them in his possession without having to follow up 
a new intervention by a fresh occupation. Eren 
have shown how powerless this measure would be to 
remedy the evil. Public opinion in Europe oa 
this subject is formed. The occupation has been 
condemned by the lesson of the past. Such a policy 
is to-day impessible; therefore the moment had 
really arrived to discover a different combination, 
when the Emperor stated the necessity of it to the 
Pope. Evident interests and pressing considerations 
had brought the Holy See to such a pecessity, A firm 
and absloute resolution to refuse to recognise the real 
nature of the present state of affairs would agyravate it 
more and more, and would, at last,create insurmount- 
able diffieulties. On the contrary, should the lioly see 
decide to leave the religious region, to which the ques- 
tion dees not really belong, iu order to return to the 
ground of the temporal interests which alone are at 
stake, bis Holiness would then bring about, however late, 
changes favourable to his cause. in any case, it would 
then allow the Emperor to lend his support to a 
concilatory and reasonable policy.” The Duke of 
Gramont is authorised to read and to leave a copy of 
this despateh with the Cardinal Antonelli.
